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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 8 
November 2009 has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 18 November 2009 in which claims 1 , 
129 and 132 were amended. The amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and 
entered. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 18 November 2008 are 
withdrawn in view of the amendments. Applicant's arguments have been thoroughly 
reviewed but are deemed moot in view of the amendments, withdrawn rejections and 
new grounds for rejection. New grounds for rejection are discussed. 

Claims 1, 119-122, 124-125, 127-129, 131-134 are under prosecution. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chee et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,355,431, filed 3 March 2000). 

Regarding Claim 1 , Chee teaches a method comprising immobilizing a primer 
(70) and an oligonucleotide (detection sequence & signaling portion, 67/66) wherein the 
primer and oligo are independently immobilized on a common surface (target, 25). 
Chee teaches the immobilized primer and oligo interact with the target and 
subsequently with a cleaving agent during the immobilization and determining whether 
the interaction has occurred by identifying the oligo following separation of the oligo 
from the target Fig. 4, Column 6, lines 24-38). 

The courts have stated that claims must be given their broadest reasonable 
interpretation consistent with the specification In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 
44 USPQ2d 1023, 1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997); In re Prater, 415 F. 2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 
USPQ 541, 550-551 (CCPA 1969); and In reZletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321-22, 13 USPQ2d 
1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989) (see MPEP 2111). The claims are given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the broad claim language and specification 
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wherein "common surface" is not defined. Chee teaches a target molecule as a 
common surface for immobilizing the primer and oligo. Therefore, given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation, Chee teaches the method as broadly claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 119-122, 124-125, 128 and 133 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 127, 129, 131, 132 and 134 are allowed.
